Tn case a deep snow falls 
during the winter the tree may be 
protected by drawing up the cylin- 
der of wijTe !>"d packlnt; the snow 
at the base of the tree.

Hog cholera, a disease to be 
guarded against at all times, has 
increased in serioasness with the ar- 
rival of the fall crop of pigs and is 
demanding special attention from 
farmers at the state, according to 
animal Itasbandry specialists at the 
('olh'fri' of Agricutlture. Vaccina- 
tion with anti-hog cholera serum and 
hog cholera virus eenpled with san- 
itaition about the farm is the only 
means of preventing and controll- 
ing the dieeass which is oonaidersd 
the most serious ohstaele to the 
swine raising industry.

PIGS ARE BEST WEANED 

WHEN EIGHT WEEKS OLD 

Uood results have been obtained 
by weaning pigs when they are from 

ci^ht to ten weeks old, according to 
suggestions made by animal hus- 
handrymcn at the College of Agricul- 
ture to farmers who are raising fall 
litters of pigs. At the college farm 
the feed given the sow for two or 
three days before weaning is reduced 
in order to dry up the milk secretion. 
The pigs are taken from .the sow at 
once and little feed given her for 

seveial days. l?y this method the 
uddcr.s of the sow are nut damaged 
Trom being gorged with milk when 

the jiigs are weaned. 

A ration for weaned piK» which 
has given good reanlta at the col- 
lege farm is eompoaed of 40 pounda 
of eoni, (iO (lounils of shi|istii(T and 
lU pounds of tankage. Another one 
whieb haa been fonad to be a good 
one is conipo>ed of HO [HMiiids ol 
com, 30 pounds of shipstuiT, 'M 
pouada ct graoad oata aad 10 
ponada of taakaga.
